citizens in responding to a 
Two Dollar 


"touch" to help finance an organization known as "The 
'Ohio 


State Conference On City Planning" and as calmly and coldly 
decided there was nothing doing. In this age and day of the 
•\\otld we think there is entirely too much organizing, too much 
planning and too little doing. We would like to see the fat, 
sleek, well salaried state and national planners for this, that and 
the other, made to get out and work, employing their recog- 
nized abilities along lines of endeavor that would help make the 
wheels go 'round not only for their own. benefit but for 
the 


benefit of all of'the rest of us. We would rather give a thousand 
dollars to bring an industry to Portsmouth that would furnish 
jobs for a hundred doers than give Two Dollars to a stale full 
of planners. 
So that's that. 


But do not. think we are intending to 
roast or 
slam Mr. 


Harris, in saying this. As we said in t h e beginning he is a 
good'man and doing good service in a- good way. Doutbless he 
believes in the "Planners" and he has as much right to his opin- 
ion as we have. . But we simply, respect-ing and approving 
of 


him in many ways, disagree with him in this.
